the show window. 
All this leads up to tile “raison 
d’etre” of the fact that Buehler’s 
drug store was a congregation place j 
for members of the college faculty 
and some business and professional 
men of the town, a sort of a glori­ 
fied “cracker barrel” where all the 
affairs of the country were decided, 
or at least discussed. As before said, 
it was an “Institution.”

ONCOURT;TURNS 
TO COAL STRIKE 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO 
Washington, April 29 (VTV—Presi­ 
dent Truman, his mind made up on 
the Supreme Court, turned today 
to a search for means of settling the 
nationwide soft coal strike before 
industrial paralysis sets in. 
The President’s choice of a new 
chief justice to 
replace the late 
Harlan F Stone and of a new mem­ 
ber of the court to succeed the man 
who win be elevated to the presiding 
spot are expected to be announced 
early this week—possibly tomorrow. 
T hat much was known definitely, 
but White House confidants for the 
most part declined to verify this 
speculation: (I) That either Robert 
H. Jackson or William O. Douglas 
will be moved up to head the court 
and (2) That Secretary of War Rob­ 
ert P. Patterson, a Republican, will 
be added to its membership. 
Concern Over Coo.I 
Jackson, a close friend of Mr. 
Truman, is serving as Chief U. S. 
Prosecutor at the Nazi war crimes 
trials in Nuernberg and probably 
would not return to the bench be­ 
fore the June adjournment even if 
he gets the nod. The new court 
term opens in October. 
Some Capitol Hill friends of tile 
President said they think th at if 
Patterson is moved into the tribu­ 
nal. W. Stuart Symington, assistant 
secretary of war for air. might be 
considered for the cabinet post. 
Mr. Trum an’s concern over the 
dwindling coal supply was reflected 
in the solemn demeanor of recon­ 
version director John W. Snyder, 
who accompanied tile President back 
to Washington from Quantico, Va,, 
after a week-long vacation. 
Snyder told reporters he could 
offer little tangible 
hope for an 
early settlement of the 29-day walk* 
out. 
Up To Labor Secretary 
The reconversion chief reportedly 
told Hie President that lf tile 400.- 
000 soft coal miners remain out of 
the pits another two weeks the par­ 
alyzing effect of the strike will be 
felt all over the country. It already 
has hit the steel industry hard, 
Snyder told Mr. Truman, and coal 
Is being borrowed from some big 
railroads to keep freight moving on 
some smaller carriers. 
The President thus far has left 
final responsibility up to Secretary 
of Labor SchwelleribacU, 
who 
is 
making desperate efforts to get John 
L. Lewis and the operators together 
iii a resumption of negotiations by 
tomorrow. 
Tile coal operators have been idl­ 
ing since April IO, when Lewis broke 
off the conversations with a declara­ 
tion that operator's refusal to com­ 
mit themselves on his health and 
welfare fund proposal made further 
talks "futile." The operators insisted 
that the UMW chief make his wage 
and hour demands clear and settle 
them first.
